A conference for female students at 
Gallaudet — the first meeting of its 
kind on campus — will be sponsored 
later this month by the Women’s Ad- 
vocacy and Resources Network. 

The two-day .conference, scheduled 
for Feb. 22 and 23 at Ely Center, will 
focus on the theme “D-Day: A Day for 
Defining Yourself.” Several deaf 
women will be on hand to discuss life- 
styles and characteristics of women in 
management, education and other pro- 
fessions. They will also help students 
identify personal strengths and weak- 
nesses. 

WARN, a committee made up of 
Student Affairs staff members and stu- 
dents, was formed two years ago. It 
has sponsored women’s fairs and vari- 
ous programs for female students in the 
past.

College receives over 40 entries for 
second Gallaudet Journalism Award 


The College has received more than 
40 entries for the second annual Gal- 
laudet Journalism Award, with writers 
from both major and hometown news- 
papers and magazines submitting arti- 
cles for consideration. 

The award, sponsored by the Col- 
lege and the Gallaudet College Alumni 
Association, was initiated last year to 
recognize excellence in reporting and 
writing on topics which involve deaf- 
ness and the lives of deaf people. 

The work of reporters and writers 
employed by U.S. wire services, news- 
papers or magazines of general circu- 
lation are eligible for the award. Articles 
must have appeared for the first time 
between January and December 1984.

Employee teaches art of Hapkido 


Some come because they want to 
learn about the martial arts. Others 
come because they want to learn about 
meditation. Others come for the ex- 
ercise. And others come because they 
want to learn how to defend them- 
selves. 

Whatever their reasons, 30 men and 
women gather each Wednesday eve- 
ning at KDES to learn the art of 
Hapkido, a soft style martial art taught 
by a member of Gallaudet’s Physical 
Plant. 

Ben Stockett, who has studied 
Hapkido for 27 years, began offering 
instruction to faculty, staff and students 
in 1980, one year after he started 
working at Gallaudet as a maintenance 
mechanic. He started with one student 
the first year and has watched the class 
grow in size each consecutive year. 

Stockett, who offers the class free of 
charge to persons at least 18 years of 


age, says he decided to give lessons as 
a way of giving something back to the 
College. “When I started working here, 
I noticed the men and women in (the 
Physical Plant) were more than 
workers. There was a prevailing spirit 
of making Gallaudet comfortable and 
home-like. I felt like I should contribute 
in some small way,” he explains. 

The result was a weekly class in 
Hapkido, which is Korean for “coor- 
dination of mind and body.” It is an art 
at least 2,000 years old with 3,286 dif- 
ferent movements. 

The two-hour class is geared to the 
needs of the students, with Stockett 
working with students from the begin- 
ner to advanced levels. Each class 
begins with warn-up exercises which 
are followed by a demonstration of 
new movements, practice, meditation 
and concluding exercises.

To date, 42 entries have been re- 
ceived from newspapers such as The 
Washington Post and The Los Angeles: 
Times and from magazines such as 
Good Housekeeping and Woman’s 
Day. 

The awards will be presented during 
the Triennial Reunion of the Gallaudet 
College Alumni Association in June. 
One writer or reporter will receive a 
$500 cash award and certificate for the 
best non-fiction article of 2,000 words 
or more and another writer or reporter 
will be presented a $200 cash award 
and certificate for the best.non-fiction: 
work of under 2,000 words. 

The first Gallaudet Journalism Award 
was presented to Teresa Hoffman 
Greenley of the Pensacola News for a 
series entitled “A Sign of Inde- 
pendence.” 

Honorable mention was awarded to 
Anne Fadiman of LIFE magazine for 
her article “Love in a Silent World” 
and also to Gill Chamblin for “World of 
the Deaf,” which appeared in the 
Columbia Flier, a weekly newspaper in 
Columbia, MD. 

Last year’s jury was chaired by Jack 
Gannon, author of “Deaf Heritage: A 
Narrative History of Deaf America” and 
executive director of the Office of 
Alumni Relations and Advancement. 

Also serving on last year’s jury were: 
Beryl Lieff Benderly, author. of “Danc- 
ing Without Music: Deafness in Amer- 
ica;” Alan B. Crammatte, who edits a 
section of the American Annals of the 
Deaf and who held the Powrie V. Doc- 
tor Chair of Deaf Studies in 1983; Wil- 
liam B. Dickinson, Jr., general man- 
ager and editorial director of the Wash- 
ington Post Writers Group and former 
editor of Congressional Quarterly Inc; 
Robert Farrell, Washington bureau chief 
of McGraw-Hill World News/Business 
Week and a former president of the 
National Press Club; and Robert Gor- 
ski, editor of Disabled USA, a 
magazine published by the President’s 
Committee on Employment of the 
Handicapped, and president of Handi- 
capped Unlimited of Northern Virginia.
